PREPARED TO 
HIT ACT 561 


Twenty bills to repeal Act 561 


— the school reorganization bill — 
have already been prepared for 
submission to the forthcoming 
session of the state legislature, 
Gettysburg Superintendent of 
Schools H.. Edgar Riegle told the 
Rotary Club at its meeting Mon 
day evening in the YWCA. 


Riegle outlined the provisions of 


Act 561 requiring reorganization 
of school districts into larger units. 
Each county board of school di- 
rectors is required to submit a 
plan to the state by the end of 
this year. If that plan is not ac- 
ceptable the state will draw up 
its own plan for reorganization of 
the county. 


Riegle said the present law 


leaves "a great number of ques- 
tions unanswered and, in addition 
to the bins being prepared for the 
legislature to repeal the law, there 
are also a number of bills being 
prepared to amend it and to spell 
out various provisions of the law." 
STARTED IN 1854 
• Act 561 followed a report by a 
governor's committee on educa- 
tion which "covered the entire 
field of education. Reorganization 
was the only part the state legis- 
lature adopted. The first school 
reorganization- bill was passed in 
1854, and another was passed in 
1911. Both gave permission for 
enlargement of school areas. But 
there was very little action toward 
enlargement. The 1854 law per- 
mitted jointures, but it was 54 
years before the first joint system 
was adopted. The 1911 law per- 
mitted mergers but 50 years later 
only 72 had been formed." 


Asked whether technical schools 


would be possible in Adams County 
under the school reorganization 
program Riegle said it would be 
possible but questioned whether 
"we would want to pay the cost." 
He said suggestions have been 
made for area technical schools 
in York and Franklin Counties 
with Adams County students going 
there if they wish. He also held 
that fee new high school here 
"has pretty nice shops and equip- 
ment." 


He added that "we do a pretty 


good job for the academic stu- 
dent" in the school systems, but 
held Jhat- improvement can be 
made in providing training facili- 
ties for nonacademic oriented stu- 
dents.

Tweaty bills to repeal Act 561 
<— die school reorganization bill — 
have already been prepared for 
submission 
to the forthcoming 
session of the state legislature, 
Gettysburg Superintendent of 
Schools H. Edgar Riegle told the 
Rotary Club at its meeting Mon­ 
day evening in the YWCA. 
Riegle outlined the provisions of 
Act 561 requiring reorganization 
of school districts into larger units 
Each county board of school di­ 
rectors is required to submit a 
plan to the state by the end of 
this year. If that plan is not ac­ 
ceptable the state will draw up 
Hs own plan for reorganization of 
the county. 
Riegle said 
the present law 
leaves “a great number of ques­ 
tions unanswered and, in addition 
to the bills being prepared for the 
legislature to repeal the law, there 
are also a number of bills being 
prepared to amend it and to spell 
out various provisions of the law.” 
STARTED IN 1854 
Act 561 followed a report by a 
governor’s committee on educa­ 
tion which “covered the entire 
field of education. Reorganization 
was the only part the state legis­ 
lature adopted. The first school 
reorganization bill was passed in 
1854, and another was passed in 
1911. Both gave permission for 
enlargement of school areas. But 
there was very little action toward 
enlargement. The 1854 law per­ 
mitted jointures, but it was 54 
years before the first joint system 
was adopted. The 1911 law per­ 
mitted mergers but 50 years later 
only 72 had been formed.” 
Asked whether technical schools 
would be possible in Adams County 
under the school reorganization 
program Riegle said it would be 
possible but questioned whether 
“we would want to pay the cost.” 
He said suggestions have been 
made for area technical schools 
in York and Franklin Counties 
with Adams County students going 
there if they wish. He also held 
that the new high school here 
“has pretty nice shops and equip­ 
ment.” 
He added that “we do a pretty 
good job for the academic stu 
dent” in the school systems, but 
beld that- improvement can be 
made in providing training facili 
ties for nonacademic oriented stu­ 
dents.

Both were Englishmen taking 
part Monday in an experiment to 
see if a secret mixture of gases 
could enable man to survive deep 
in the sea. 
Killed was Peter Small, 35, a 
reporter for the London Daily Tel 
©graph. He apparently died of the 
bends. 
Missing was Christopher Whit­ 
aker, 22, a geology student. 
COLLAPSE IN BELL 
Small and Hannes Keller, 28, 
a Swiss mathematician and skin 
diver, went down off Santa Cata 
lina Island in a diving bell. The 
men wore frogman suits and air 
tanks filled with a mixture of 
gases devised by Keller. Water 
was pulled into the bell to equal­ 
ize pressure. 
The bell dropped to 1,000 feet, 
the men opened the hatch and 
dropped out two flags—Swi§s and 


American. Plans had called for 
them to swim around at the tre 
mendous depth. 
Then something happened. 
A television camera, 
lowered 
from the vessel which dropped the 
bell, showed them collapsed on 
the platform inside the bell. It 
was brought up, slowly. 
Whittaker went down to help 
but vanished on his way back up 
to the surface. 
HAD SU F F ER ED BEN D S 
His body was being sought. 
Keller—who claims the world's 
diving record of 728 feet—appar 
ently survived unhurt. He was 
treated at a 
hospital

Small, who went down despite

scent, was a last-minute replace 
ment for another London news­ 
man, John Light. 
Keller’s mixture of gases was 
designed to prevent the bends 
bane of divers. The bends are 
caused when nitrogen from the 
air is dissolved in the blood under 
pressure, then forms bubbles as 
the diver ascends.

numbers of these stations 
would be required before there 
could be any reduction in the num­ 
ber of required on-site inspections. 
And even then an appropriate

Semyon K. Tsarapkin to give a 
precise statement of 
Moscow’s 
view on the value of the black 
boxes. 
Tsarapkin revived the subject in 
the nuclear negotiations Monday 
w’hen he declared the Soviet gov­ 
ernment supports the black boxes 
concept and believes such a net­ 
work of unmanned detection sta­ 
tions can help prevent test ban 
violations. 
The Soviet delegate left the im­ 
pression that Moscow thinks the 
black boxes, plus existing national 
detect ion systems, would elimin­ 
ate the need for on-site inspecc 
tions.

the 
sport. Until the AAU’s move at 
its annual convention that wound 
up here Sunday, the battle had 
been fought mostly with words 
for 24 years 
IS "RIDICULOUS" 
Col. Don Hull, the AAU’s exec­ 
utive secretary, said the athletes 
were declared ineligible because 
they competed in meets that in­ 
cluded both collegians and non­ 
collegians. In such open meets, 
the AAU claims it has sole power 
of sanction. 
“It is completely unreasonable 
and ridiculous for the AAU to rule 
ineligible fine young men merely 
for running in track competition 
conducted by the nation’s high 
schools and colleges.” said Walter 
Byers, executive director of the 
NCAA, which supports the Feder­ 
ation 
,. 
“The international rules do not 
require this. This is an internal 
decision of the AAU as reflected 


by its belated action and its ac­ 
companying offer of reinstate­ 
ment through the district AAU 
committees.” 
MAY APPEAL 
The AAU held out an offer that 
all affected athletes may appeal 
to their AAU district associations. 
Three meets were involved—at 
Knoxville. 
Tenn., Oct. 
28; 
at 
Houston early last month, and at 
Columbus, Ohio. Nov. 22 
"They can’t do this to good 
American college kids,” said Lar­ 
ry Snyder. Ohio State track coach 
and host at the Columbus meet. 
‘This 'AAU) is a group that has 
gasped power and is trying to 
hold onto it by this action. They 
will go to any means, even to 
destroying American track and 
field to retain this power.” 
Snyder coached the U S track 
team in the 1960 Olympics.

’62 Highway Deaths 
May Hit New Peak 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — The na­ 
tion’s highway fatalities will reach 
an all-time high this year if the 
current rate is maintained, says 
the president of the 
National 
Safety Council. 
Howard Pyle said Monday 33,430 
persons died in highway accidents 
duringhe first IO months of the 
year. At this rate, he said, the 
total could approach 41,000—sur 
passing the 1941 record of 39,969 
deaths.

TAX ANALYSTS 
DEBATE ISSUES 
OF PROPOSALS

NEW YORK (AP) - Business 
and the administration are draw­ 
ing up their lines today for an­ 
other round in the perennial battle 
over taxes. At conferences here 
and in Washington the two sides 
are outlining their views. The de­ 
bate is as much over the kind of 
taxes as over the high rates. 
The final stands may be made 
clear when the 
President ad­ 
dresses a group of businessmen 
here Dec. 14 and perhaps reveals 
the forms his proposals to the new 
Congress will take. 
At today’s hearing in Washing­ 
ton businessmen are telling the

about the new rules it proposes 
on expense account deductions. 
Commissioner Mortimer M. Cap­ 
lin says the hearing well may 
lead to a relaxation of some of 
the proposed crackdown 
DISCUSS REFORM 
In New York, businessmen and 
federal legislators are discussing 
the wider problem of tax reform 
at a meeting of the Tax Founda­ 
tion. a nonprofit research body 
long dedicated to seeking lower 
tax burdens and lese government 
spending. 
And the complications of the tax 
rules decreed in the Revenue Act 
of 1962 will be discussed in Wash­ 
ington next week at a meeting of 
business executives, their tax at­ 
torneys, and federal tax adminis­ 
trators. sponsored by the Federal 
Bar Association and Foundation 
and The Bureau of National Af­ 
fairs Inc. 
All hands agree that they’d like 
to see the nation’s economy grow 
faster and that the burden of high 
taxation may be holding Bus hack. 
The rub comes when tax cut* 
mean still higher Treasury defi­ 
cits. Hits brings up the ticklish 
question of holding down govern­ 
ment spending and how and if this 
can be done, or even if it should 
be done. 
URGES RELAXATION 
A call for "less heavy reliance 
on taxes which are imposed on 
business as such” is made today 
at the Tax Foundation meeting by 
Prof. C. Lowell Hariss of Colum­ 
bia University. He says Congress 
should "try to reduce rather than 
to enhance the deadweight bur­ 
den of (tax) compliance costs! on 
business, as well as on the public 
generally.” The costs include the 
fees of tax counsel and the sal 
aries of tax managers, as well as 
business activities changed or 
hampered by complying with the 
tax laws. 
But another speaker at the con­ 
ference. Rep. Thomas B. Curtis. 
R-Mo., says real federal tax re­ 
form can come only from expendi­ 
ture cuts and the prospects for 
tthis in 1963 or in 1964 be calls 
grim. 
WANT OLD RATH 
Businessmen generally appear 
to be plugging for a return tot a 
47 per cent corporate income tax 
rate. This was raised to 52 per 
cent during the Korean War emer­ 
gency and renewed annually since 
then. The return to 47 per cent 
would be automatic June 30. if 
Congress doesn't vote otherwise in 
the meantime. 
Such a drop in the corporate 
rate would give business about 
$2.5 billion more to invest in ex­ 
pansion, or in building reserves. 
or in paying dividends. How much 
would go directly into economic 
growth is moot. But business lead­ 
ers say such a boost to profits 
after taxes would increase the 
pace notably.

NEW YORK (AP) - Business 


and tiie administration are draw- 
ing up their lines today for an- 
other round in the perennial battle 
over taxes. At conferences here 
and in Washingtop the two sides 
are outlining their views. The de- 
bate is as much over the kind of 
taxes as over the high rates. 


The final stands may be made 


clear when the President ad- 
dresses a group of businessmen 
here Dec. 14 and perhaps reveals 
the forms his proposals to the new 
Congress will take. 


At today's hearing in Washing- 


ton businessmen are telling the 
Internal Revenue Service their 
objections to and perplexities 
about the new rules it proposes 
on expense account deductions. 
Commissioner Mortimer M. Cap- 
lin says the hearing well may 
lead to a relaxation of some of 
the proposed crackdown. 
DISCUSS REFORM 


In New York, businessmen and 


federal legislators are discussing 
the wider problem of tax reform 
at a meeting'of the Tax Founda- 
tion, a nonprofit research body 
long dedicated to seeking lower 
tax burdens and less government 
spending. 


And the complications of the tax 


rules decreed in the Revenue Act 
of 1962 will be discussed in Wash- 
ington next week at a meeting of 
business executives, their tax at- 
torneys, -and federal tax adminis- 
trators, sponsored by tiie Federal 
Bar Association and Foundation 
and The Bureau of National Af- 
fairs Inc. 


All hands agree that they'd like 


to see the nation's economy grow 
faster and that the burden of high 
taxation may be holding this back. 
The rub comes when tax cuts 
mean still higher Treasury defi- 
cits. Bus brings up the ticklish 
question of holding down govern- 
ment spending and how and & this 
can be done, or even if it should 
be done. 
URGES RELAXATION 


A caU for "less heavy reliance 


on taxes which are imposed on 
business as such" is made today 
at the Tax Foundation meeting by 
Prof. C. Lowell Hariss of Colum- 
bia University.

But it cannot help but dis­ 
courage those subordinates from 
talking to newsmen altogether. 
Having to report on what was said 
means extra work and could cause 
them difficulty if the boss-man 
thinks they talked too much. 
Withholding information is also 
one of the neatest ways to cover 
mistakes.

Emergencies Dictate 


Nation's News Policy

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


shades are down, and have beer, 
for quite a while, on informatior. 
the government is willing to make 
public. At this time they're no' 
all the ,way down. They go dow: 
sharply in times of oversea, 
crisis. 


They did in both world wars 


in the Korean War, when tht 
American U2 plane was shot dow: 
over the Soviet Union in-I960, a 
the time of the disastrous Cubai 
invasion of 1961,, and more recent 
ly in the Cuban tension of 1962, 


The Truman. Eisenhower and 


Kennedy administrations have all 
been involved—when there was 
crisis and when there wasn't any. 
RESTRICTIONS EASED 


President Kennedy's administra- 


tion got sharp news media criti- 
cism for its handling of informa- 
tion during the Octotber-November 
Cuban affair. It began easing, up 
on those particular restrictions 
when the heat died down. 


Then late last week Rep. John 


E. Moss of California, a member 
of Kennedy's own Democratic par- 
ty and chairman of the House sub- 
committee on information,, hit tat 
the President and his advisers for 
management of the news. 


He cited examples of news re- 


strictions not connected with Cuba 
or crises at all: 


Restrictions on covering under- 


ground nuclear tests in Nevada, 
secrecy about all military space 
activities, a recent blackout on in- 
formation about Russian satellite 
efforts although the Russians know 
all about their own satellites. 
WHITE HOUSE CONTROL 


"To a remarkable degree," 


Moss said, "the White House itself 
is retaining direct control over the 
handling of government informa- 
tion.

events, ranging from a backstage 
greeting (by Kennedy) to mem- 
bers of Russia's Bolshoi Ballet to 


fenee Department for *n order re- 
luirinp all its officials to report 
promptly to the Pentagon's public 
relations office the substance of 
ill interviews'with newsmen. 


Arthur Sylvester, assistant sec- 
etary of defense In charge of pub- 
ic affairs, had put out the order 
)ct. 27. Moss didn't budge him. 
When the National Editorial As- 
relation on Nov. 17 passed a res- 
iution protesting Pentagon news 
•olicies, Sylvester 10 days later 
iplied there had been a "great 
leal of twaddle" about his order. 


But the whole reason for news 


restrictions—or lack of reason— 
ies between war and twaddle, be- 
tween necessity and nonsense. It 
cakes these main forms: 


Withholding news which truly 


might endanger national security. 
No one quarrels in such a case, 
when it's real. Sometimes it isn't. 


Because it is arbitrary to call 


some information secret when it 
isn't necessary, there is an un- 
relenting need for public vigi- 
lance. This is the root of the end- 
less dispute with government. 
CHECK SUBORDINATES 


Then there is the Sylvester sys- 


tem of compelling officials to re- 
port on their conversations with 
newsmen. This may help keep top 
Pentagon officials informed on 
what their subordinates are say- 
ing. 


But it cannot help but dis- 


courage those subordinates from 
talking to newsmen altogether. 
Having to report on what was said 
means extra work and could cause 
them difficulty if the boss-man 
thinks they talked too much. 


Withholding information is also 


one of the neatest ways to cover 
mistakes. Kennedy said his ad- 
ministration would not conceal its 
mistakes. He himself frankly took 
the blame for the Cuban invasion 
fiasco.

WASHINGTON 'AP) - A U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce spokes­ 
man today branded proposed new 
tax regulations on expense ac­ 
counts “a callous Invasion of pri­ 
vacy In collecting taxes.” 
Chamber director Joel Barlow 
told an Internal Revenue Service 
hearing that the proposals which 
could put a crimp in deductions 
for business travel and entertain­ 
m ent would pose "impossible ad­ 
ministrative requirements.” 
In the first of two days of hear­ 
ings on the regulations, Barlow, 
a Washington lawyer, said in pre­ 
pared testimony that the propos­ 
als would require endless and cost­ 
ly detailed recordkeeping and du­ 
plication of records. 
TO END ABUSES 
‘They’ also move in the direc­ 
tion of requiring sworn state­ 
ments, 
collaborating 
witnesses, 
and an almost impossible burden 
of proof in an increasing number 
of tax cases. Congress itself has 
repeatedly refused to require un­ 
reasonable disclosures, such as 
those proposed, and such callous 
invasion of privacy in collecting 
taxes.” Barlow said. 
IRS Commissioner Mortimer M. 
Caplin, who has said he believes 
the regulations would put an end 
to "expense account living,” was 
expected to stress that the pro­ 
posals are not final and will be

Another report was that this 
was only an exploratory meeting, 
and that little definite was accom­ 
plished. One of the organizers 
said "I’ve attended dozens of 
meetings like this, and nothing 
ever came of them.” 
It was learned from several of 
those who were there that tthe sen­ 
timent was distinctly pro-Goldwa- 
ter and anti-Rockefeller. 
Goldwater said Monday night in 
Phoenix he didn't know a thing 
about the meeting. 
He told a newsman; “I don’t 
know who the group was. where 
they met or what ifs all about. 
I did see or hear something about 
it today, but I don’t know a thing. 
I still plan to run for the Senate 
two years from now.” 
But he added he might not 
“since things change and it's too 
early to be absolutely certain.” 
In New York, Rockefeller had 
no comment. 
STATES THE CASE 
Some of those who attended the 
Chicago meeting also declined 
comment. 
But Rep, John Ashbrook, R* 
Ohio, said; "The real purpose of 
the meeting was an effort to con 
solidate the Republican conserva 
tive groups around the country to 
make sure we have a candidate 
in 1964. Of course. Sen. Goldwater 
is the frontrunner. 
“There are those of us who be­ 
lieve Gov. Rockefeller is the one 
Republican who could not win in 
1964.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - A U.S. 


Chamber of Commerce spokes- 
man today branded proposed new 


' tax regulations on expense ac- 


counts "a callous invasion of pri- 
vacy in collecting taxes." 


Chamber director Joel Barlow 


told an Internal Revenue Service 
bearing that the proposals which 
could put a crimp in deductions 
for business travel and entertain- 
ment would pose "impossible ad- 
ministrative requirements." 


In tbe first of two days of hear- 


ings on the regulations, Barlow, 
a Washington lawyer, said in pre- 
pared testimony that tbe propos- 
als would require endless and cost- 
ly detailed recordkeeping and du- 
plication of records. 
TO END ABUSES 


"They also move in the direc- 


tion of requiring sworn state- 
ments, collaborating witnesses, 
and an almost impossible burden 
of proof in an increasing number 
of tax cases. Congress itself has 
repeatedly refused to require un- 
reasonable disclosures, such as 
those proposed, and such callous 
invasion of privacy in collecting 
taxes," Barlow said. 


IRS Commissioner Mortimer K. 


Caplin, who has said he believes 
the regulations would put an end 
to "expense account living," was 
expected to stress that the pro- 
posals are not final and will be

Republicans, from all over the 
country, met secretly in Chicago 
Sunday.

formal meeting, it still wasn't too 
clear what they did. 
PRO-GOLDWATER 


One report was that $230,000 


was pledged as a start on a 
$3-million campaign fund. 


Another report was that this 


was only an exploratory meeting, 
and that little definite was accom- 
plished. One of the organizers 
said "I've attended dozens of 
meetings like this, and nothing 
ever came of them." 


It was learned from several of 


those who were there that tthe sen- 
timent was distinctly pro-Goldwa- 
ter and anti-Rockefeller. 


Goldwater said Monday night in 


Phoenix he didn't know a thing 
about the meeting. 


He told a newsman: "I don't 


know who the group was, where 
they met or what it's all about 
[ did see or hear something about 
it today, but I don't know a thing. 
I still plan to run for the Senate 
two years from now." 


But he added he~~ might not 


"since things change and it's too 
early to be absolutely certain." 


In New York, Rockefeller had 


no comment.

But Rep. John Ashbrook, R-
